Cancer Society Repeats 
Plea for Halt in Smoking 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


American Cancer Society re- 
peated today its plea for men 
and women to give up cigarette 
smoking "in order to protect 
tnemselves against cancer, em- 
physema and heart disease." 


"However, those who continue 


the habit should be able to 
choose cigarettes with low tar 
and nicotine in the main stream 
of smoke," said Dr. Harold S. 
Piehl, the society's deputy exec-

society presented a report at a

bearing on rules the FTC has 
proposed for use in testing ciga-

City of Future Devised by Scientists 


BOSTON (AP) — Two 


space scientists said today 
that the aerospace industry 
should be enlisted to solve 
"the burgeoning problems of 
our sickening cities" and 
presented their own idea of 
the "super city" of the future. 


In their ideal city, all 


residents would live in 100- 
story 
apartment 
buildings 


built in a circle around a vast 
recreational complex. There 
would be no automobile travel 
except for leaving the city, 
and each building would be 
filled "with luxuries such as 
health and beauty resorts. • ' 


The concept was outlined in 


a paper presented today at 
the annual conference of the 
American Institute of Aero- 


nautics and Astronautics. 


The authors. Vernal M. 


Tyler and Carl F. Asiala Jr. 
of the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., St. Louis, Mo., reported 
their future city idea "has 
met with a most gratifying 
acceptance. And, of course, 
there have been detractors. 
All are unanimous' in the 
feeling that something will 
have to be done." 


They said studies show the 


U.S. population will increase 
by 30 million persons in 10 
years and that 320 million will 
be living in urban- areas 50 
years from now. Traffic, they 
said, win be unbearable. 
' Why should 'the aerospace 
industry be called upon to 
solve the problems? 


"Aerospace," their paper 


said, "has the largest private 


reservoir of scientific talent in 
the world. Its engineers have 
come up with workable solu- 
tions for almost every prob- 
lem presented — no matter 
how difficult it might have 
been." 


Instead of further crowding 


existing cities, Tyler and 
Asiala suggested that new 
ones be built from scratch. 
Their ideal city, called a 
" m o d u l a r , circumferential 
city," might not be the 
perfect solution but could be a 
base from which to work, they 
said. 


It would consist of 24 high- 


rise apartments in a double 
circle • around the rim of the 
wheelsbaped city. It would 
house 250,000 persons, with 
parking on the lower floors, 
low-cost housing just above 


and the most expensive hous- 
ing at the top of the 100-story 
structures.

fait Footwork in Neenah 
Mayor, Manager 
Debate Hot, Fast

NEENAH . MENASHA - 


Some fast footwork was dis- 
played Tuesday evening by a 
pair of mayors, a city man- 
ager and a university profes- 
sor: 


It was needed as potentially 


explosive questions bombard- 
ed .the speakers' platform 
during a panel discussion of 
the' manager-council versus 
major-council forms of local 
government, sponsored by the 
Neenah-Menasha League of 
Women Voters. 


Following brief presenta- 


tions by Neenah Mayor Carl 
Loehning, 
Menasha 
Mayor 


Kenneth 
Holmes, 
Oshkosh 


City Manager Angus Crawford 
and Veldor Kopitzke, profes- 
sor at the Fox Valley Univer- 
sity Center, the quartet was 
asked to field such issues as a 
consolidation of Neenah and 
Menasha, the complexity of 
local government and whether 
a mayor could handle com- 
plex municipal problems, the 
transitory nature of city man- 
agers, mayor salary sched- 
uled, and a number of other 
items. 


T Flavored Responses 


The two mayors, as expect- 


ed, cautiously flavored their 
responses along me lines of 
the mayor-council concept and 
Crawford naturally answered 
tbe question with a city 
manager bias. Kopitzke, an 
economist at the university 
center, was somewhere in the 
middle. 


The league has not yet gone 


on record favoring one form 
or the other, Mrs. Michael 
Saeher, 
panel 
moderator, 


carefully pointed out at the 
start of the discussion, and 
she insisted the session was 
only one in a continuing study 
of the too types of municipal 
government. 


'Common Sense' 


When asked if city govern- 


ment was too complex to rely 
on the mayw form, Loehning 
said he felt that wasn't true. 
"A mayor with experience in 
financial dealings and in poli- 
tical life should be qualified 
for the job," he said. "Good 
common sense is needed. 
You've got to have that when 
dealing with the public." 


Holmes sided with the Nee- 


nah mayor. "A mayor has to 
have education and practical 
experience to do the job, he 
said. He said a mayor was 
closer to the people and noted 
he gets "thousands of calls 
from people who are so mad 
they can hardly talk over the 
telephone." 


Loehning stated the mayor- 


council form was more re- 
sponsible to the people. If the 
mayor doesn't do the wishes 
of Ms constituents, he'll be 
defeated in the elections, he 
said. "When you're responsi- 
ble to the people, you certain- 
ly have to pay attention if you 
want to be re-elected." 


Just as Aware 


Crawford said a city man- 


ager was just as aware of 
what tbe people want as a 
mayor. "If a manager doesn't 
respond, the councilmen are 
going to hear about it," he 
stated. "The buck stops at the 
city manager's office. If the 
manager is not performing 
like the council wants, then 
the council can easily get rid 
of him." 


Mayor Holmes insisted that 


the 
form 
of 
government 


wasn't nearly as important as 
the men involved. "A poor 
workman can't do good work 
even if he has the best of 
tools." 
he said. But he 


admitted the form of govern- 
ment was important in at- 
tracting "the right kind of 
men 
and enabling them to 
i 


carry the work off effectively 
and economically." 


When later asked which 


form 
he favored, 
Holmes 


replied, "It would be foolish 


because city managers often 
change jobs. He said the 
manager-council form provid- 
ed a better opportunity for 
continuation of policy than the 
mayor-council form. 


The manager appoints de- 


partment heads and they are 
the technicians of everyday 
government, Crawford said. 
The council maintains 
the 


continuity of policy of the 
city. "The administration of 
policy will continue whether 
the manager stays or leaves," 
he declared. 


Crawford also felt that not 


being a native of a city didn't 
pose major problems for & 
city manager. "Fve served 
three other cities and basical- 
ly the problems are the same. 
They are only different in 
magnitude," he said. 


However, Crawford did ad- 


mit it does "take awhile to 
become familiar 
with the 


community." 


A Stranger? 


Loehning said he felt a long- 


tune resident of a municipal- 
ity was better qualified to 
make good appointments to 
citizen 
commissi o n s. 
He 


pointed out if he would go to a 
strange city as a city man- 
ager he wouldn't know whom 
to appoint to the various 
positions. 


Crawford stated the man- 


ager will ask the council for 
advice when he first arrives. 
His appointments are subject 
to confirmation by the coun- 
cil. He said seeking council 
advice wasn't necessary by 
state law "but it is good 
common sense." 


Loehning declined to state 


the salary figure a mayor of a 
city of 25,000 should receive. 
But he did say, "You cannot 
hire a city manager for what 
you're going to pay a mayor." 


Crawford 
disagreed 
with 


this. He said the salary paid 
to some city managers was 
less than that received by 
mayors of communities of 
comparable size. "What a city 
can afford to pay a mayor or 
manager depends on the af- 
fluence of the community." 


Persons going into this work 


aren't primarily interested in 
making 
money, 
he 
said. 


"There's a 'psychic income' 
which comes from the satis- 
faction of doing the job," 
Crawford .said. 


Crawford, 
who holds 
a 


masters degree in government 
administration, .pointed out 
the early city managers were 
usually engineers because of 
the large public works expendi- 
tures. However, he said now 
they have become "trained 
generalists." 


He 
said 
the 
first 
city 


manager of a major city was 
hired in 1913 at Dayton, Ohio, 
and by 1945 there were 585 
cities 
with that 
form of 


government. The latest count 
showed 
about 2,100 cities, 


villages and towns in the U.S. 
and Canada with managers. 


Some states allow a man- 


ager-mayor-council form of 
local government but Wiscon- 
sin statutes don't permit such 
an operation.

The concept was outlined in 


a paper presented today at 
the annual conference of the 
American Institute of Aero- 


nautics and Astronautics. 


The authors, Vernal M. 


Tyler and Carl F. Asiala Jr. 
of the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., St. I<ouis, Mo., reported 
their future city idea "has 
met with a most gratifying 
acceptance. And, of course, 
there have been detractors. 
All are unanimous in the 
feeling that something will 
have to be done." 


They said studies show the 


U.S. population will increase 
by 30 million persons in 10 
years and that 320 million will 
be living in urban areas 50 
years from now. Traffic, they 
said, will be unbearable. 


Why should the aerospace 


industry be called upon to 
solve tfie problems? 


"Aerospace," their paper 


said, "has the largest private 


reservoir of scientific talent in 
the world. Its engineers have 
come up with workable solu- 
tions for almost every prob- 
lem presented — no matter 
how difficult it might have 
been."

Asiala suggested that new 
ones be built from scratch.

Born In South 


And about half the Negroes in 


the six cities with the largest 


Negro populations — New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Washington and Los Angeles — 
were born elsewhere, chiefly in 
the South, 


A Census Bureau study of the 


Negro at mid-decade found that: 


1. Of the 4.4 million Negro 


families, about half lived in the 
South. 


2. One of every four -Negro 


adults had completed four years 
of high school or some college 
but in the South the proportion 
was one out of six. It was one 
out of three in the North and 
West 


3. Negro families are larger in 


the South than in the North and 
West — 4.56 persons compared 
wim 4.11 persons. 


4. Negro families in the South 


have lower incomes and more 
children to support than Ne- 
groes in the North and West. 


Seems Larger 


The Labor Department said 


the Negro population — about 11 
per cent of fee total — appears 


proportionately greater than 
actually is, mably because of 
the massive migration into the 
central cities, a movement ac- 
centuated by the migration of 
whites to the suburbs. 


Actually, the department not- 


ed, the percentage of Negroes in 
the total population has changed 
little since the turn of the centu- 
ry and the greatest change has 
been in location — away from 
the South and farms and into 
the metropolitan areas. 


The Census Bureau, in its mo- 


bility study, said about one in 
four Negroes had moved at 
least once between March, 1964 
and March, 1965, compared with 
the one in five ratio for whites. 


Although Negroes were more 


mobile, their moves tended to 
be shorter, the bureau said. 
Only 16 per cent of the Negro 
movers went outside the county 
and only 9 per cent crossed 
state lines compared with 36 
and 17 per cent respectively for 
whites.

Wisconsin's Health 
Families Must Plan Escape 
Route to Use in Case of Fire

People get careless, they 


smoke 
in bed, use faulty 


heaters,.overload their electri- 
cal circuits, and pile rubbish in 
their cellars. They have fires. 
In Wisconsin fire accidents in 
homes were responsible for 72 
deaths hi 1965, 66 deaths in 1964, 
88 in 1963 and 85 in 1962. The 
victims -of these tragedies are 
chiefly in the very young and 
the elderly age groups. 


The winter months, when 


heating systems are often taxed 
to capacity, are ths time of 
greatest hazard from home 
fires. Through many channels 
householders are reminded of 
the danger of home fires and 
are urged to observe housekeep- 


ing practices that wfll cut down 
the possibility of home fires. - 


But fires do happen and every 


person should have some knowl- 
edge ol how to survive a fire. 
Scouting and safety programs 
teach the technique of rolling a 
person whose clothes are afire 
on the ground and using a rug 
or blanket to help smother the 
flames. Even very young chil- 
dren can be taught to lie down 
and roll if their clothing catches 
fire. 


When all members of a family 


know what to do in case of a 
fire hi their own home the 
chances of survival are greater. 
When there is a fire in a home, 
first get everyone out. Parents 
should determine the best plan 
of exit from each room and drill 
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everyone in this .plan. Where 
there are aged or incapacitated 
persons in the home, delegate 
responsibility for getting them 
put of the house. If a baby sitter 
is employed, take time to 
explain the fire evacuation 
plan and the importance of fol- 
lowing it. 


Teach the sitter to first get 


everyone out of the 'house and 
then call for help rather than 
try to put out a fire; firemen 
say that many fires reach a 
serious state and children's 
lives are lost because a baby 
sitter feared the displeasure of 
a parent if she phoned hi an 
alarm. The telephone number of 
the fire department, the police 
department, and the number 
where the parents can be 
reached should be in plain 
writing, beside the phone. 


If there are smoke and flames 


within the house, follow the pre- 
planned escape route. When 
moving through the house keep 


close to the floor, take short 
breaths and cover the face with 
a wet cloth if possible. Never 
open an interior door before 
feeling.of it. If the door is hot 
do not open it; take another 
reute, if available, or open the 
window and call for help. In 
moving 
through a burning 


home, fay to close all doors and 
windows as you pass through; 
this will help prevent the spread 
of the fire. After escaping from 
a burning house, a family 
should have a designated meet 
ing point. Lives have been lost 
by people who have gone back 
into a burning building to. save 
someone who had already es- 
caped. 


Prevention is, of course, the 


best protection against fire. In 
many communities the 
fire 


department will inspect a home 
for fire hazards if requested. If 
you do experience a 
fire, 


knowing the rudiments of fire 
survival may save your life.

But the words 
did not carry overwhelming 
conviction. Moreover, as viewed 
by officials here, the mere offer 
at Manila w^ simpley another 
vivid signal to Hanoi that 
President Johnson will do al- 
most anything to extricate the 
U.S. 
from the war before the 


1968 election. 


This may well be grossly 


unfair 
to Mr. Johnson but 


nonetheless his top agents here 
in S a i g o n, as well as the 
Washington watchers in Hanoi, 
are fully aware of the political 
realities of 1968. What would put 
an end to such fears would be a 
candid presidential speech lay- 
ing out in all its stark reality 
the true measure of the job 
ahead and his fixed determina- 
tion to sell it through regardless 
of 1968.

In Previous Times

NEW YORK (AP) - Moraliz-

have been shocked lately by the 
attitude of college seniors who 
spurn business careers. 


The disaffection is mutual. 


Knowing that they have a 
choice of vocations that some of 
America's most successful busi- 
nessmen never had, the stu- 
dents ask: 


"What are they offering us? 


Itfoney? Teaching and govern- 
ment service are offering more 
money today, too." 


The entire debate is clouded 


in idealism, myths, romantic 
ambitions, cold logic and inex- 
perience on the part of the stu- 
dent On the other side are some 
very outworn stereotypes of 
what the good life is. 


Place Assured 


As the businessman views it, 


the student who enters the 
world of commerce and works 
hard thus assures himself of 
good income, of status, even 
security and the other benefits 
of corporate society. 


Some students, however, be- 


lieve that to go through the 
business mill.successfully is to 
come out packaged in a pin- 
stripe suit — refined and pro- 
cessed something like a pack- 
age of breakfast cereal. 


The student today, insecure as 


he may be, has never known the 
financial insecurity of previous 
generations.' He has little with 
which to compare or contrast 
his experience. And, since times 
are changing so fast anyway, he 
cares little for old methods and 
less for old stories. He wants to 
challenge problems with newly 
acquired knowledge. 


Recruiters Welcomed 


Several of America's most 


successful corporations are ac- 
cutdy aware of this. It is no 
secret either that recruiters for 
these companies receive a wel- 
come from students while oth- 
ers are ignored. 


While many companies ad- 


here — very successfully some- 
times — to a philosophy that 
you must stick to your last and 
work hard, others are innovat- 
ing, 
experimenting, 
sticking 


their noses into obscure areas 
where, amazingly, they find 
profits. This attracts students. 


While some companies com- 


plain — with or without justice 
— 
about government inter- 


ference, others are profitably 
becoming partners with govern- 
ment, not just in defense areas 
but, for example, in running the 
Job Corps. 


While some businessmen duti- 


fully stick to a rigid schedule of 
in at 9 and out at 5, otters take 
the 5 p.m. flight from one coast 
to another and return for a con- 
ference the following evening. 
They know no time or geograph- 
ical limits. 


Many of these companies and 


their leaders are involved in a 
variety of social and community 
projects, offering their manage- 
ment skills where they can be of 
value.

ers but governmental and edu- 
cational projects. '

opportunity for a dispassionate review of 
the issue involved. 


Because LaFollette was attacked for 


that action during the recent political 
campaign, and because he has replied with 
the charge of "political harassment," there 
may be a tendency to dismiss the entire 
affair as a typically partisan exchange. 


But it seems to us that it means much 


more. 


The facts are clear. Soon after Mr. 


LaFollette's installation as attorney gen- 
eral, he announced that he had been asked 
by the United States Government to travel 
to India for a lecture tour on American 
life and institutions. He said he was invited 
as attorney general of Wisconsin. We may 
suppose that if he had been a private 
citizen, at the age of 28 years and of 
uncertain although promising stature as 
political spokesman and lawyer, he would 
not have had the opportunity. When he 
returned from the tour he reported to his 
constituents, and said once more that he 
had acted as a public officer of the State 
of Wisconsin,-- 


As a public officer 
of Wisconsin,

The Real Problem in the Middle East 


Although things have apparently quiet- 


ed down in the Middle East, the recent 
riots in Jordan and the charges and 
counter-charges among various Arab coun- 
tries indicate how tenuous is the peace. 
While the very existence of the state of 
Israel is used as an excuse for the conflicts 
and certainly does serve to arouse Moslem 
emotions, the real reason is the drive for 
power among several Arab leaders. 


The riots in Jordan were an immediate 


result of the ill-timed raid by Israel upon a 
Jordan village in retaliation for various 
unauthorized Arab raids On Israel terri- 
tory While the riots and the anti-Hussein 
sentiment were largely the work of Arab 
refugees from Palestine, they certainly 
were stimulated by the outlawed Palestine 
Liberation Organization which has its head- 
quarters in Cairo. Behind that organization, 
although not admittedly so. is President 
Nasser of the United Arab Republic. And 
mixed up with Nasser is the current under- 
cover leadership in Syria. 


The trouble is that antagonism to Israel 


is used by the various seekers of power. 
While some like King Hussein and to a 
lesser extent King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 
have tried to hold down the emotional 
opposition to Israel, they find themselves 
in a position of trying to outdo the others 
in anti-Israel statements. A few weeks ago 
Hussein warned that if Israel attacked 
Syria, Jordan would feel it necessary to 
come to Syria's aid. This alerted Nasser 
who would like to come to Syria's aid 
himself. And Saudi Arabia has offered 
troops to Jordan not so much to help 
Jordan hold off Israel as to discourage any 


U.A.R. troops from crossing the borders. 
Hussein in fact seems more plagued by 
those who would come to his aid than by 
either Israel or the Palestine group. 


The United States voted for the United 


Nations resolution of condemnation of 
Israel for its government-authorized raid 
on

village. 
Xo 
such 


resolution has come up concerning the 
Arab terrorist activities in Israel since 
these do not have the official backing of 
any Arab government. In a way this 
merely condones hypocrisy but the Arab 
governments can argue with validity that 
the containment of terrorist groups is a 
domestic matter and not the business of 
the United Nations. 


The problem for the United States at 


this time is how much aid. especially of 
military equipment, to make available both 
to Israel and the Arab countries. Obviously 
we should not be sending any to Nasser or 
Syria with their present ambitions. In 
allowing King Hussein to buy planes and 
tanks, the United States obviously hopes to 
help him stay in power. But there is no 
guarantee that Hussein might not fall 
anyway and the American equipment 
would then be in the possession of his 
successor.

would come to the aid of 
North Viet Nam. He Said that 
North Viet Nam was China's 
"front line" and that 
"an 


attack on North Viet Nam is 
an attack on China." 


But when asked about cur- 


rent developments in China, he 
immediately 
took 
his 
dis- 


tances. 
"Every 
Communist 


Party,1' he said, "has to do 
what its own country's situ- 
ation 
requires." 
And 
that 


seems to mean that recent 
developments in China have 
intensified Hanoi's traditional 
suspicion of Peking to the 
point where it is extremely 
reluctant to call for direct 
intervention. 


The Russians could also beef 


up resistance in Viet Nam 
enormously by sending more 
air power, including 
Soviet 


planes flown by Soviet pilots. 
But the chief Soviet interest in 
foreign pohcj seems to be to 
maintain leadership over the 
world Communist movement. 
And 
the 
East 
Europeans, 


comprising the center of grav- 
ity of the bloc, have almost no 
interest in what is going on in 
Asia. 


For the most part, on the 


contrary, they have even been 
unwilling to join the Soviet 
Union in a stand 
against 


Peking 
With respect to the 


war in Viet Nam, they seem 
disposed for peace at any 
price As one East European 
official put it to me: "Who the 
hell needs that war?" 
TIES WITH WASHINGTON 


As to the European allies, 


except for the special case of 
General de Gaulle's France, 


they are so Intimately bound 
up with American military and 
economic power that there is 
no true possibility of exerting 
serious pressure to modify 
American policy. On the con- 
trary, their 
leaders 
seem 


mainly concerned that, Viet 
Nam or no Viet Nam, their 
ties with Washington be main- 
tained. 


Thus, in West Germany, a 


Social Democratic leader very 
keen to open new relations to 
the East and highly critical of 
past Christian Democratic de- 
pendence on the United States, 
went to great lengths in 
describing to me the troubles 
that would ensue if the United 
States actually undertook to 
reduce forces in Germany. 


And in Britain, it seems 


likely 
that Prime 
Minister 


Harold Wilson has made a new 
approach 
to the 
European 


Common Market at this time 
so that a rebuff in Europe will 
enable him. as a rejected 
suitor, to put new pressure in 
the United States for financial 
help. 


All this, of course, does not 


mean that American policy in 
Viet Nam is right. For my 
own part, I think it is very 
wrong. 
I 
think 
that 
any 


important results that can be 
achieved by fighting can be 
achieved through negotiations 
without the cost, the loss of 
lives and the strident vulgari- 
ties alwavs generated by war. 


What is new, in my mind, is 


the emergence of the United 
States as *he world's only 
superpower. This country has 
eclipsed the rest of the world 
in 
military 
and economic 


strength. No outsider, whether 
friend 
or foe, is likely to 


impose s e r i o u s 
barriers 


against America in Viet Nam. 
We are on our own 


And to me. at least, that is a 


melancholy conclusion For I 
do not see that our present 
leadership or even our public 
opinion is chiefly characterized 
by the qualities that make for 
wise use of power — the 
qualities of restraint, of pa- 
tience, of modesty.

Reorganization Plan 
For State Government 


Is Doomed to Fai

MADISON - The homely 


metaphor of the Republican 
majority leader of the State 
Senate as he counselled the so- 
called Kellett Commission on 
the Reorganization of the State 
Government told one of the

important political stories in 
the state capitol. 


The eggs, advised Sen. Rob- 


ert P. Knowles Of New Rich- 
mond, won't hatch. 


For many months the com- 


mission of leading private 
citizens and top-ranking legis- 
lators has been working on a 
blueprint for a radical sim- 
plification of the pin-cushion 
pattern of state administrative 
operations through a function- 
al alignment in a series of a 
dozen major departments. 


The effort was begun with 


characteristic hoopla. Politi- 
cians had been talking about 
reorganization for years. Al- 
most all students who had 
given more than a passing 
glance to the proliferation of 
bureaus, commissions, depart- 
ments, and boards, and more 
important, their varying rela- 
tionships to the control and 
leadership of the elected offi- 
cers of the political system, 
had deep reservations about 
the 
planless 
arrangement. 


Conflicts of jurisdiction, dupli- 
cation of function, rivalries, 
and competition were increas- 
ingly evident. During the last 
decade Democrats Jiad tended 
to make a major issue out of 
the reorganization idea. 


In the last few years the 


Republicans who have ruled 
the state for most of the 
period of its greatest govern- 
mental growth appeared sym- 
pathetic. Indeed, the law set- 
ting up the blue-ribbon reorgan- 
ization commission was a 
truly bi-partisan one Yet, now 
it appears that, its real pur- 
pose was not to achieve a 
simplification of organization 
for better and more economi- 
cal performance, but to keep 
the question out of the election 
campaign. 
FAILURE "SEEMS LIKELY 


For the effort is collapsing, 


quite clearly. The Robert 
Knowles comment, pithy as it 


was, has merely confirmed 
what observers had concluded 
on the basis of the halting 
work of-the last few months, 
and the clamorous objections 
of the special bureaucratic 
interests 
and 
their 
allies 


whenever anything fundamen- 
tal was offered, however ten- 
tatively and in whatever con- 
ciliatory tones. 


Legislative politicians are 


now telling each other to "go 
slow." One thing at a time, is 
the word. About the only 
member of the commission 
who appears today to have 
any confidence of achievement 
is its patient and hard-working 
William Kellett of Menasha. A 
telling footnote is the fact that 
the only important legislative 
representative on the commis- 
sion who is insisting upon the 
Original conception of full-scale 
reorganization was defeated 
for re-election. 


This report had observed 


earlier that reorganization of 
an institution as big and with 
such far-ranging bureaucratic 
interests as the state govern- 
ment is a difficult task under 
the best of circumstances. 
Such circumstances probably 
have to include the unflinching 
insistence of a governor who 
can lead with the confidence of 
a reasonably decisive popular 
mandate. 


It can be argued that Gov. 


Knowles is in such a position. 
It may be said that his re- 
election could provide him 
encouragement, since his higly 
publicized reorganization com- 
mission was surely known to 
most of the men and women 
who voted for him for a 
second term. Yet the governor 
has given no sign that he is 
ireally interested in the reor- 
ganization plan or hopeful that 
it will produce a recommenda- 
tion to him. 


STANCE CAUSES WONDER 


One wonders how a political 


leader can speak convincingly 
about local government reform 
under such circumstances. 


There will be a report to the 


legislature, it may be sup- 
posed. But it wai fall for short 
of the promises made earlier. 
Suggestive of the evasions and 
circumlocutions that will re- 
sult is the current proposal for 
a new layer of bureaucratic 
control in the natural re- 
sources programs, ostensibly 
to supervise the independent 
agencies which the 1965 Legis- 
lature declared clearly in a 
formal 
vote it wanted to 


consolidate. The only sure 
result of such action would be 
a commitment for a new 
budget of executive salaries as 
a kind Of price of failure.

years ago had coin-operated 
s 1 o t-machines. tamperproof 
ballot boxes, mechanical start- 
ing-gates for the chariot races 
at Olympia and Delphi, and 
wind-up toys much like our 
children's. 


Little attention has been 


paid by scholars to these facts 
of physical life in classical 
times. 
In 
his 
new 
book, 


"Ancient Greek Gadgets and 
Machines," Prof. Robert S. 
Brumbaugh of Yale, makes up 
for 
this 
long 
neglect by 


showing us hundreds of ingeni- 
ous devices that made life 
easier and brighter for the 
citizens of Athens. 


The idea of the steam engine 


was evolved in those days — 
but since the Greeks had 
plenty of slaves to do manual 
work for them, it remained 
little more than a toy. Labor- 
saving inventions were not 
economically useful with so 
much "free" 
human labor 


around, and the Greeks lacked 
the economic incentive to turn 
their gadgets to practical use. 


Yet, the Athenian housewife 


had such items as spillproof 
sausage grills, revolving spits, 
hollow-coil wine coolers, water 
clocks, musical baby rattles 
and "automatic" toys such as 


singing birds and dancing 
bacchantes. Also, surprisingly 
enough, the affluent Athenians 
had flush toilets — there was 
even a plumbing system in the 
central palace of Knossos in 
Crete, a thousand years before 
Greek civilization flourished. 


Modern 
Western society, 


dating from 
the Industrial 


Revolution, is terribly proud of 
our technical and scientific 
accomplishments, and we tend 
tc think of the ancient Greeks 
as idle dreamers who poetized 
and philosophized but were 
intensely impractical in mun- 
dane affairs. 


Actually, it was the institu- 


tion of slavery that retarded 
scientific and industrial pro- 
gress, just as it did in the 
South until the Civil War. Not 
until all men are free, until 
they have purchasing power 
and make their needs' felt, 
ooes society move to gratify 
their needs. The "seeds" of 
most great inventions were 
present in ancient Greece, but 
they remained gadgets and 
curiosities as long as labor 
was free. 


Our "superiority" to the 


ancients does not lie on our 
inventive powers, but in our 
political and social system. 
Although the South bitterly 
opposed freeing the slaves, it 
was the best thing that ever 
happened. Today, if we can 
"free" our poor from their 
poverty, and create more 
purchasing power, there is no 
limit to our technical gains.
